American Federation of Labor. In 
Russia, w here the unions are indus­ 
trial in form and ev ery effort in be­ 
ing made to include all w orkers in 
the ranks of the organization, it will 
seem 
strange that

States the labor unions of that great 
country hav e m any and v aried m eth­ 
ods of 
lim iting 
the

strength of th eir mem bership . 
“This is done through the ap p ren­ 
ticesh ip sy stem ; the discrim ination

Out Danger of Ruining 
Beach Field 


SHOULD LOOK TO PROFIT 


Bulletin 
Emphasizes That 
Fiv e Acres Is Consid­ 
ered Minimum Site 


That 
the 
Huntington Beach oil 
leld may be ruined by crowding o£ 
wells and by stock jobbing is pointed 
out in a bulletin just issued by the 
California State Mining bureau. 
“There is no worthy reason why 
‘his pool should be made the theater 
■>f stock speculation instead of norm- j 
U oil field dev elopment,” declares 
the bureau’s bulletin, 
stating 
that 
'.own lot exploitation instead of con­ 
serv ation allotment of one well to^ 
fiv e acres is harming the profitable 
dev elopment of the field. 
“During the week eight new wells 
were reported ready to drill in the 
Huntington Beach oil field,” says the 
'mlletin. 
1 
“There are sixty-fiv e or more we.ls 
'n progress of drilling. 
“In spite of the great drilling ac­ 
tiv ity during the elev en months since 
he first well was drilled into pro-, 
Juction, only eighteen wells are pro­ 
ducing,” 
the 
bulletin 
estimates. 
‘There is no partly dev eloped field 
in the State where the drilling of 
successful 
producers 
is 
attended 
with greater uncertainties as to rela­ 
tiv e positions of water and oil sands. 
The situation is further complicat­ 
ed by the growing congestion of 
drill holes 
on town lot 
holdings. 
There are a number of these holes 
which could not reasonably be ex­ 
pected to yield a profit ov er the costs 
of dev elopment, ev en if properly 
drilled. 
“To the 
inv estment hazard, 
be­ 
cause of inadeq uate acreage per well 
must be added the inev itable damage 
to oil wells and the oil field itself 
which comes from congested drill­ 
ing. 
Experienced oil operators are 
hav ing great difficulty in properly 
excluding unexpected water sands in 
this field in order to get producing 
wells. 
Facts v s . Stock 
“The managers of concerns whose 
principal energies are directed to­ 
ward the realization of q uick returns 
from the sale of stock , cannot in­ 
definitely 
circumv ent 
these condi­ 
tions 
of 
fact. 
The 
Huntington 
Beach oil pool existed long before 
town lots were laid out, and there i6 
no w jrthy reason 
why 
this pool 
should be made the theater of stock 
speculation, 
instead of 
normal oil 
field dev elopment. 
“Experience 
of normal dev elop­ 
ment in California shows that an oil 
well, in order to be a going concern, 
should hav e an allotment of at least 
fiv e acres from which it can draw 
oil with a minimum amount of inter­ 
ference. 
Oil wells are normally op 
erated for profit, and it is fair to as­ 
sume that, if greater profit could be 
made 
by drilling wells 
closer to­ 
gether than is now the practice in 
dev eloped fields, they would be so 
drilled. 
Fiv e Acres Minimum 
“In the Huntington Beach oil field 
it req uires anywhere from ten to 
sev enty-fiv e town lots, dependent up­ 
on their size, to mak e the eq uiv a­ 
lent of the minimum fiv e acres a 
normal well needs. 
Many holdings 
fall far short of this minimum area. 
Considering the cost of drilling, high

The death of Frank Jones, who is

The new Fordney tariff bill, 
enacted into law 
by 
congress, 
comes as a life belt to a drown­ 
ing man. It becomes a law at a 
time the citru s 
fru it indu stry 
was on the rocks and was in seri­ 
ou s 
danger of 
disintegration. 
Fu lly 50,000 families in this state 
are affected by the new tariff 
measu re, which is to afford pro­ 
tection to ov er 200,000 acres of 
orchardists sou th of Tehachapi. 
No legislation can alone pu t 
an indu stry on its feet, bu t the 
new citru s tariff in conju nction 
with w ater shipments 
and the 
driv e for lower freight rates by 
the railroad promises to pu ll the 
orange and lemon growers ou t 
of a hole that threatened the en­ 
tire indu stry . 
The Fordney tariff bill asked 
for by California growers—two 
cents on lemons and one cent on 
oranges 
and 
grapefru it. 
This 
tariff will not ex clu de ' foreign 
fru it, bu t it will pu t Medlteran- 
ean grown fru it, produ ced by 
cheap 
labor and 
shipped 
en­ 
tirely by water, 
on 
something 
like an equ al basis 
with 
the 
California produ ct. 
The new tariff will keep for­ 
eign lemons ou t when they will 
not bring more than freight and 


packing. They cannot be landed 
here u nder the new 
tariff 
and 
pay produ ction costs and the two 
cent tariff. 
The new tariff bill does not 
giv e citru s by -produ cts the pro­ 
tection asked, bu t it is believ ed 
that Senator Johnson may be 
able to get this later. 
Growers 
had asked for protection of 20 
cents a gallon on citric acid, bu t 
the Fordney bill cu ts this in half. 
A 12 cent tariff was requ ested on 
citrate of lime; 2% cents was 
prov ided in the bill. 
Oliv e growers are gratified for 
what Senator Johnson was able 
to get them. 
The tariff 
is 
49 
cents a gallon in qu antities ex ­ 
ceeding fiv e gallons. Six ty cents 
was asked. 
Six ty -six cents is 
giv en for oliv e oil in less than 
fiv e 
gallon 
containers. 
Fou r 
cents a pou nd was giv en on dried 
ripe oliv es . Fiv e was asked. 
Added to the protection giv en 
by the Fordney tariff bill, the 
growers secu red a partial v ictory 
on Thu rsday when representa­ 
tiv es 
of the California Citru s 
leagu e met with railroad traffic 
managers in Los 
Angeles 
and 
prev ailed u pon them not to bar 
consideration 
of 
w ater 
ship­ 
ments. particu larly those to be 
made throu gh the Panama canal.

“Forbes" has not taken any dogmatic stand on 
the proposed sales tax . chiefly becau se of lack of 
su fficient data on which to base an intelligent con­ 
clu sion. 
The proposed tax does not, in ou r v iew, 
improv e on fu ller acqu aintance. There has been so 
mu ch theorizing and su ch an absence of established 
facts that the following dispatch from the Philadel­ 
phia Pu blic Ledger's Canadian correspondent is well 
worth considering: 
“If Canada’s ex perience cou nts 
for any thing. Secretary Mellon, of the United States 
Treasu ry , acted wisely in refu sing to recommend the 
introdu ction of general sales, or a tu rnov er tax . 
Canada’s ex perience also shows that he acted wise^ 
ly in refu sing to abolish the tax on special sales. 
These correspond to the lu x u ry tax es introdu ced in 
this cou ntry last spring and which were nearly all 
abolished last Nov ember. 
Thou gh 
there 
was 
a 
strong protest on the part of bu siness against lu x u ry 
tax es, du ring the six months they were collected,! 
they brou ght in $42,000,000, as against $38 ,000,000' 
from the sales tax du ring the ten and a half months 
it was in operation. 
The Canadian ex periment has 
demonstrated that the sales tax will not produ ce 
any thing like the money its adv ocates claimed.”

S o writes a New Yo rk edito r. 
It is a specio us and 
superficial arg ument fo r unlim ited immig ratio n. 
It is true that o ur do m estic trade is immensely mo re 
impo rtant and v aluable than o ur fo reig n trade, and 
alway s will be— that Am erica, fo r business purpo ses, 
is alm o st a wo rld in itself. 
But it will be centuries be­ 
fo re this co untry is able to dispense entirely with fo r­ 
eig n co m m erce, if indeed that time ev er co m es. There 
will pro bably alway s be lands and climates where o ur 
pro ducts are needed, and w ho se pro ducts w e need. 
So much fo r the co m m ercial end o f it. 
The hu­ 
man element is mo re im po rtant. Shall we let in un­ 
co unted millio ns fro m the Old Wo rld merely fo r busi­ 
ness purpo ses— m erely so they can pro duce and co n­ 
sum e thing s here in o ur o wn co untry , enabling o ur 
business men to g ro w rich and po werful in pro po rtio n 
to their increasing numbers? 
It is an alluring pro s­ 
pect to a certain ty pe o f business men, but it is no t a 
pro spect to please any really patrio tic o r far-sig hted 
citizen. 
Dump the po pulatio n o f Euro pe into Am erica, and 
there will be no mo re Am erican peo ple; there will be 
o nly Euro pe, transferred bo diiy to this co ntinent. 
The character and quality o f o ur citizenship hav e 
already chang ed much fo r the wo rse as a result o f 
the hug e lumps o f crude alien po pulatio n dum ped into 
o ur melting po t in the last two o r three decades. Real 
Americans want to be much mo re ex acting hereafter 
abo ut tne kind o f peo ple they admit to the co untry ’s 
priv ileg es. 
Real Am ericans care much mo re abo ut 
perpetuating Am erican characteristics and ideals than 
they do abo ut mere business co nsideratio ns.
